NEW YORK, April 17.—The disaster 
to the Titanic had no effect so far 
as curtailing sea travel is concerned, 
according to the ‘steamship companies 
and they believe that it will have no 
material bearing on the summer rush 
of vacation tourists which has already 
begun, but which does not reach its 
maximum until late in May. 

Some of the larger companies itn addi- 
tion to their normal business, have ob- 
tained a generous quota of those who 
had planned to gail on the new White 
Star liner. The conviction that the 
disaster would lead to few if any can- 
cellatiens in bookings was expressed by 
Gen. Luigi Solari, one of the officials of 
the Italian lines, who lost several friends 
on the Titanic. 

“The public will soon forget the Ti- 
tanic,”’ he said, sadly. ‘‘Everywhere it 
is the same. My nation has already for. 
gotten the disaster of Messina. You 
have forgotten San Francisco. The Re- 
public disaster was forgotten. Every 
day you read of railroad wrecks, but the 
people swarm to the trains as though 
there were no such things as wrecks on 
the rail.”

The lack of sufficient lifeboats on the Titanic is a subject of com- 
ment in all maritime nations. The architect of the Titanic and Olympic 
assests that the sunken liner had davits for 80 boats and but 20 were 


carried. 


The failure to close watertight compartment doors at night, merely 


as a convenience to passengers, is another point made by the White Star 


designer.

Beresford Doubts Safety of Huge Ships; 
Bulkheads Useless in Iceberg Collisions

LONDON, April 17. 
ORD CHARLES BERESFORD, one 
a .of Great Britain's most widely 
known admirals, expressed to the 
Post-Dispatch a serious doubt as to the 
feasibility of the ftmmense ships, of 
which the Titanic was the latest and 
‘grandest and most expensive type. 

“It is a question,’’ said Lord Beres- 
ford, ‘‘whether these immense liners are 
@ success and whether, moreover, their 
vastness does not place too heavy a 
strain upon officers and crew, no mat- 
ter how perfect their organization is."’ 

Expressing deep sorrow for the fate 
of Capt. Smith and his crew and pas- 
sengers, Lord Charles said he had 
known the Titanic commander for many 
years and respected him highly as one 
of the most capable seamen he had ever 
encountered. 

Asked whether he believed it would 
be practicable to adopt a suggestion 
frequently made in the last few days 
that the ice flelds of the North Atlan- 
tic be patrolled with cruisers, he an- 
swered: 

Patrol Not Worth Cost, 

“There are many obstacles in the 
way, apart from the cost, and I do 





not tninkx the result would be worth 
it. Each cruiser would have to leave 
her place to assist a passing steamer 
or to track an ieeberg down, and so 
I do not think that the big companies 
would be likely to accept any such 
measure. You must remember that 
so long aS you send ships to sea there 
will be accidents. 

“Nothing built to float can cope 
with icebergs. To ram one—and we 
do not know the Titanic did so—sim- 
ply means, in the case of an enormous 
vessel, the dislocation of bulkheads, 
with all the scantling of the ship de- 
stroyed.” 

According to Lord’ Beresford’s 
view, thus expressed, bulkheads, no 
matter how stout or how numerous, 
are a useless precaution in case of 
an iceberg collision at any speed. He 
says he is inclined to think this may 
account for the quick foundering of 
the Titanic. 

He said at the close of the inter- 
view that the Titanic must have had 
a proper complement of lifeboats or 
she would not have received her 
Board of Trade certificate and could 


|net have sailed unless the board's 


regulation had been complied with 
strictly. 





Navy Officer Calls 


Disaster a Sacrifice 


to Mania for Size and Speed. 


WASHINGTON, April 17—‘‘Another 
sacrifice to the speed god!’’ That is 
what Capt. P. H. Uberroth, assistant 
to the commandant in charge of per- 
sonnel and operations of the revenue 
cutter service, thinks of the Titanic 
calamity. Capt. Charles McAllister, 
engineer in charge of the service, takes 
a similar view. | 

“The Titanic,” said Capt. Uberroth 
today, “‘was so big that it was impos- 
sible for her officers to avoid collision 
with an iceberg or other similar object 
without lights on a dark night. They 
might sight the iceberg some distance 
away, perhaps enough to save a smaller 
vessel, but a ship of the Titanic’s size 
would not answer to the helm promptly 
enough to avoid collision. She could 
not reverse her engines and back off.

“Such an attempt would be futile 
unless the berg was sighted a mile 
ahead, for, going at full speed, ap- 
proximately 20 miles an hour, she could 
not be brought to a stop and reversed. 
She carried tremendous headway with 
her powerful engines and great size. 

“The ocean-going travelers of this 
country do not realize that with in- 
creased size and speed of vassels 
they must be.the sacrifice in accidents 
of the kind. They are unavoidable. The 
layman does not realize this fact, but it 
preys continuously on the mind of the 
navigator. 

“The captain usually has sleepless 
nights when he is traveling in the 
spring and early summer, for the 
floating ice and bergs are the greatest 
menace of the Ocean. The chances are 
not one in a hundred that he will run 
directly on a berg, but if you do, the 
captain is practically helpless. He 
knows his fate in an instant.”’

NEW YORK, April 17.—‘‘The women 
and children first always, and after that 
—chuos.”’ 
This was the way the “rules of the 
sea"’ were explained to the Post-Dis- 
patch by Capt. Charles Polak, command- 
er of the biggest German liner -afloat, 
the George Washington of the North 
German Lloyd. He was asked to ex- 
plain in detail just what would take 
place on a big steamer when the order 
to “abandon ship’ had been given. As 
tne drills on each line are practically 
the same, the description fits the condi- 
tion that prevailed on the Titanic night 
before last. 

“On the deep sea we use force, if 
necessary,” continued the German 
skipper, “to keep back the men and 
let the women and children get the 
first chance at the lifeboats.? . But 
once they have been loaded, then it 
becomes a case of each man for him- 
self, and while the officers and crew 
would try to keep a semblance of or- 
der, they have no right to give pre- 
ference to any one. The first ones in 
line are the ones to get on the boats. 
Perhaps they have fought and strug- 
gled to get in line, we have nothing 
to do, with that.”

“Aren't the old men and the sick 
put off first, before the healthier 
ones?” he was asked.

all are snupposed to be well enough 
to look out for themselves., And so 
far as the old men go _ there is noth- 
ing in that. They are certainly not 
ziven the preference, in fact, the con- 
treq@y is more often the case, and I 
don’t know why it shouldn't be. Old 
men have lived their lives; let the 
young men have the chance to live 
theirs. This is the way it is looked 
at at sea. Besides, young men can 
be of help in a boat, while an old 
man just makes that much more dead 
weight.” 

“You must remember, 
such a gigantic calamity 
the little finesses of life are thrown 
aside. Men. become animals; brutes 
with the first Instinct-—that of self- 
preservation. Some are stronger than 
others and put this desire under con- 
trol.. Others yield to it and become 
wild beasts, fighting and biting and 
clawing their way to help. Some- 
times we have to shoot this Kind— 
shoot them down like we would mad 
dogs—if they try to interfere with 
the orderly first steps when the women 
and the young are being looked after.

Details of Life Boat Drill. 

According to the description of the 
method of abandoning ship which is 
practiced in daily drill, the passengers, 
as far as possible, are gathered in the 
assembly rooms when the Captain rea- 
lizes that his ship is in desperate straits. 
measure is employed to calm 
them, and while the officers and crew 
take their appointed stations the pas- 
sengers are told that it has been deemed 
best to take to the lifeboats; but that, 
ai{ verst, they will be picked up within 
a short time by oncoming rescue ships. 

While the passengers are held in the 
saloon, the crew strip the lifeboats of 
their incumbrances, rig the falls and 
then lower themselves in the boats from 
the boat deck down five decks to the 
upper deck, where the boats swing frem 
the davits, touching the ship's side just 
below the rail. 

On the Titanic there were eight boats 
to a side. As 16 have been reported, all 
must have got away. So there must have 
been eight loading points on each side 
of the vessel. Lanes are formed of mem- 
bers of the crew, and through these 
lanes the women and children are passed 
to the officer who stands at the railing 
and who hands the passengers over the 
rail into the lifeboat with the help of 
two of the boat’s crew. 

If any men try to break through these 
lines they are thrown back. If they per- 
sist and become a menace/to order, they 
may be shot. Each officer is armed with 
a brace of pistols for use in just such 
emergencies. | 

In each boat there is food of com- 
pressed sort and water. The boats handle 
from fifty to seventy persons each, in- 
cluding the sailors who man them. Each 
boat is mmanded by an officer. The 
Surgeon, purser, engineers and other 
staff officers take their turn in the boats 
when the list of line officers has been 
exhausted.

FAITH AVIATING 


WITHOUT POWER” 





Speaker at Congress Says Such 
Religions Must Be Excluded 
in Church Unity. 





Christian Science, Spiritualism, The- 
osophy and similar doctrines must be 
dismissed from all considerations of 
plans for unification of the Christian 
Church, declared the Rev. George R. 
Van de Water, D. D., of St. Andrew’s 
Church, New York City, in discussing 
church unity Wednesday, at the thir- 
tieth annual Episcopal congress in the 
Wednesday Club auditorium. 

He characterized such doctrines as 
“attempts to aviate without motive 
power.”” The Greek Church and the 
Roman Church also must be omitted 
from consideration, he said, as neither 
desired unification except by absorption. 


For a Unity of Government, 
“Christianity is the mightiest moral 


and spiritual force in the world,” he 
said, ‘“‘but it needs a restoration of 
unity, which means. discipline. Doc- 
trinal unity is not possible, since there 
always will be differences of opinion, 
but a unity of church government is 
possible and would not be difficult.” 

The speaker named the Wutheran, 
Presbyterian, Methodist and Baptist 
churches and the Church of England es 
the denominations most fully awake to 
the desirability of unity. 

What are considered the radical opin- 
ions expressed by Bishop Nathaniel] S. 
Thomas of Wyoming, in the opening 
vddress Tuesday at Christ Church 
Cathedral, have caused comment 
among members of the congress. He 
declared the Aposties’ Creed does not 
tully represent the doctrines of the 
church, particularly as they will be 
after church unity has been estab 
lished by the conversion of heathen 
rations. 


Conspicuous in Omissions. 
“The Apostles’ Creed is not only -con- 


spicuous in its omissions,’ said Bishop 
Thomas, ‘“‘but in its emphasis; for it is 
the ohyious inference that what is in it 
is more important that what is left out. 
Yet we fined in the creed no reference 
to the sacraments, to regeneration or 
the santification of life, and no devel- 
oped doctrine of God, the Father, or 
God, the Holy Ghost.” ’

LONDONSYNPHONY 
LED BY NIKISUi 
~ MERTSITS FAME 


Great English Orchestra Master- 
fully Presents Majestic Pro- 
gram at Coliseum. 


EVOKES FINE ENTHUSIASM 
More Than Once Conductor Sig- 
nals Players to Rise in Re- 
sponse to Applause. 
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By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS. 

"ESDAY night's luckless placing of 
eg the temporary stage at the eastern 

instead of the southern edge of 
the vast Coliseum had the effect of 
diminishing much of the tonal beauty of 
the London Symphony Orchestra’s play- 
ing under Arthur Nikisch’s conductor- 
ship, more than once creating a literal 
example of sweetness wasted on the 
desert air. 

It was a great pity, of course, but 
there’s no more use crying over spille1 
music than over spitted milk, so it’s 
best to let it go at that. Then, too, 
the audience, though dolefully sparse 
in numbers, made up in enthusiasm 
what it lacked in size, wherefore there 
was considerable comfort in the occasion 
after all. 

It was truly a joy to see the entire 
assemblage on its feet, heartily acclaim- 
ing and bravoing the majestically beau- 
tiful presentation of the ‘“‘Tannhauser’”’ 
overture, with which the program 
closed. There had been other moments, 
also, when critical appreciation became 
so sincerely fervent that Conductor 
Nikisch felt justified in signaling his 
players to rise in response to this finely 
manifested liking of their work. 

Nikisch himself proved to be a direc- 
tor of marvelous power. His control 
of the orchestra is perfect. His method 
ot leadership, while intense and of al- 
rmost hypnotic concentration, has no 
Slightest touch of spectacular charla- 
tanry. He possesses both the musical 
and the poetic insight necessary to the 
truly great orchestral leader. An al- 
most concentrated devotion to his task 
is apparent at all times. His hands 
are miracles of eloquent guidance. 
Conducting without a score, his mem- 
ory-mastery of the splendid composi- 
tions chosen for Tuesday night’s in- 
terpretation was.something not soon to 
be forgotten. 

The audience manifested a profound 
interest in the London orchestra, an 
organization which owns and manages 
itself, which needs no subsidy for its 
support, which never has a deficit, and 
which engages at princely salaries a 
successive dynasty of ‘‘guest-conduc- 
tors,’’ Arthur Nikisch being the most 
recent of the line, in which he was im- 
mediately preceded by Sir Edgar 
Elgar, the famous English composer. 

The players themselves came in for 
the keenest attention and study. Of the 
total muster roll of 100 instrumentalists, 
9° are native-born English and one of 
the remaining four is a . naturalized 
British subject. In many instances they 
are the best of their class in the world, 
for which reason it was well worth 
while for Tuesday night’s St. Louis 
audience to give them a close individual 
study. 

And this was undeniably 
ence’s mood as the London 
filed on the Coliseum stage 
their appointed places. Arthur 
Payne, the celebrated 
of the orchestra, 
of the «zmateur Orchestral Society, 
founded by the late Duke of Edinburgh, 
himself its first violin and conductor; 
Edwin F. James, who, in addition to 
being the principal bassoon of the Lon- 
don orchestra is also chairman of its 
Poard of Directors: Thomas R. Busby, 
not only one of the French horn players, 
but, as well, 
difector; Miss Miriam Timothy, the 
riodest harpist of the organization, who, 
with those just named, plays fn King 
George’s private band at Buckingham 
Falace—these and many others proved 
of exceptional interest. The Coliseum 
stage was full of § celebrities—with 
Nikisch himself, “the world’s greatest 
symphonic conductor,’ as their centra] 
figure. 

The program included Beethoven's 
“Egmont” overture, Tschaikowsky’'s 
“Symphony Pathetique,’’ and three 
stately Wagner numbers—the Prelude 
and Liebestod from “Tristan and Isol- 
de," the “Siegfried” Waldweben and 
the “Tannhauser’ overture. Of these 
five numbers, the most satisfying in pre- 
sentation were the four last named, and 
of these great four the most impres- 
sive two were the ‘Tristan and Isolde’ 
and ‘‘Tannhauser” scores, there being 
the liveliest of discussions as to which 
of these two deserved first place. My 
own preference was for the former, out 
the audience as a whole seemed to give 
good old “Tannhauser” the premier sta- 
tion. 


The string sections of the London 
organization come near being perfect in 
balance, in thoroughness of drill, in 
quality of tone. The woodwinds, it 
seemed to me, are not quite up to the 
high standard set by the strings. ‘The 
horns are truly splendid, and the of- 
fectiveness of the percussion battery js 
something long to be remembered. Held 
by Nikisch, the 
achievement of the orchestra as a whole 
constituted one of the most notable 
revelations of master-craftsmanship in 
orchestral work which it has ever beon 
my good fortune to hear.

Minister to Denmark Believes 
Luxuriant Ships Are More 
Dangerous. 


ne. VGITS ST. LOUS 
No Longer Wears That Famous 
Red Tie Though He Still

Dr. Maurice Francis Egan, 
States Minister to Denmark, who 
turned to the United States two weeks 
ago for a visit, is a much traveled 
ocean voyager who believes the Titanic 
catastrophe was due to the craving of 
the public for luxuriance in sea travel. 
Dr. Egan is in St. Louis at the Jefferson 
Hotel én his way to the South and 
Southwest, where he is to make a num- 
ber of addresses to commercial and 
farmers’ congresses. 

“With the comfort and ease in elegant 
suites that the wealthy traveling public 
demands nowadays,” Dr. Egan told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “‘safety is alto- 
gether incompatible. I purposely came 
across in a small ship, the United States, 
because I think there is bound to be 
danger in the big liners—in their smash- 
ing straight ahead. 

Ships Topheavy. 

“The luxury of these liners makes 
space useless. It prevents the _ ship 
from being compact and tends to make 
it top heavy. It is difficult for the 
management to supply life boats to a 
number that would accommodate all its 
passengers because the space for the 
boats is ordinarily used to provide 
luxuries for the passengers. 

“Of course no one can calculate 
against an iceberg. It is usually nearly 
all under water, the sun having melted 
the top, and the only way in which 
a ship master can make himself aware 
of the presence of one is by taking 
temperature-of.the water... HOW a cap- 
tain of a ship that would be traveling 
with the speed of the Titanic could test 
for icebergs in time to avoid a collision 
I do not understand.

. D. Yet when a reporter addressed 
him as “Dr.’’ Egan the minister cor- 
rected him. 

“Mister Egan,’’ he said, and explained: 
“The other was all right some years 
ago, but now that I’m away from the 
college life I prefer a name that is not 
so academic. 

The reporter also noticed that the 
Minister was minus a red tie which he 
once wore and which his friends made 
much of at the time. 

likes Red Ties. 

“Oh, my wife made me quit wearing 
that tie,’’ Dr. Egan explained. “I was 
vounger and more foolish, then, but 
honestly, I can’t understand the popu- 
lar prejudice against red ties. I like a 
red tie, but I’m not allowed to wear 
one.”’ 

Previous to entering the service of 
the Government Dr. Egan was dean of 
the school of philosophy at the Catholic 
University at Washington. He had also 
been a lecturer on comparative literature 
at many other colleges and is a poet 
and the author of several novels. 

In 197 he became United States min- 
ister to Denmark and has made a close 
study of dairying and farming among 
the Danes. It is at the solicitation of 
the heads of the United States Agricul- 
tural Department that he is enroute on 
a tour of the West and Southwest to 
try and bring the Danish methods to 
the attention of American farmers. 

Praises Danes, 

“The Danes,’’ says Dr. Egan, “have 
by co-operative societies and scientific 
farming brought a country that was 
without industries, great Water courses 
or mines, and practically bankrupt to a 
condition as prosperous as might be 
imagined. And this has been done by 
education of the farmers and the instill- 
ing into them of ambition. 

“Denmark is covered by 12,000 co-op>r- 
ative societies of dairymen. These so- 
cileties keep up the standard of butter, 
eggs and bacon, the three great exports 
of Denmark, and find a valuable market 
for them in England. 

“Each pound of butter that is put on 
the market by a Danish farmer is test- 
To 
be expelled from the society would be 
disastrous to the farmer. There was a 
rumor some time ago that inferior bui- 
ter had been sent to England. It ‘,e- 
came a national scandal and the Gov- 
ernment took a hand in it. 

“There is no illiteracy in Denmark. 
High schools are attended by the farm- 
ers and their wives, their daughters and 
their children. The age limits are from 
16 to 60 years. 

“Tt is a serious thing for a Danish 
farmer to lose his good name. The 
Government will lend him $1385 on his 
zood name without other security.’

PARK AUTO DUNO 


Outlines Routes to Bird Cage, 
Zoo and the City Art 
Museum. 


Park Commissioner Davis advertised 
Wednesday for bids for the operation 
of motor “bus” Iines between the King’s 
highway, Union boulevard and De Bal- 
iviere avenue entrances to Forest Park 
and the bird cage, zoo and City Art 
Museum. At the same time he an- 
nounced the rules which will govern 
the letting of the contract and the op- 
eration of the vehicles. The bids wili 
be opened May 3. 

The contract will be binding two 
years. Motor vehicles only may be 
used, and the maximum fare must be 
10 cents each way for adults and 5 cents 
each way for children less than 12 years 
old, with no compulsion in the pur- 
chase of round-trip tickets. The con- 
tractor may reduce thé fares to any 
minimum he finds practicable. 

The route of the vehicles is as follows: 
King’s highway entrance to Union bou- 
levard and De Bealiviere avenue en- 
trances, thence to the bird cage and 
foot of Zoo Hill, and from there to the 
museum on Art Hill. Vehicles on the 
return trip must pass all these points. 

The vehicles must be operated every 
Sunday in the year. From April to Oc- 
tober, inclusive, a conveyance must 
leave the entrance every hour between 
10 a. m. and 2 p. m., and every 15 min- 
utes from then until 6 o'clock. From 
November to March, inclusive, a vehicle 
must leave the entrances at least once 
an hour from 2 p. m. to 5 p. m. The 
owner may operate the busses more 
frequently if the patronage is sufficiert. 


Must Not Carry “Ads.” 
The busses must not carry advertise- 


ments or signs, except such as are ap- 
proved by the Park Commissioner. Spe- 
cial care must be taken to avoid arc- 
cidents and the contractor must as- 
sume all responsibility for damages re- 
sulting from accidents. 

Davis said the present arrangement 
is looked upon as an experiment. The 
rules provide that the routes and sched- 
ules may be changed by the city if de- 
sired.

As a matter of fact, there is no such rule of 
the sea, as Vice-President Franklin of the White 
Star Line has explained. It is not a rule of the 
sea, but the rule of courtesy, observed by .men 
on land as well as on sea, that is responsible for 
the fact that most of the survivors of the ij]l- 
fated Titanic are women and children.

One is that the best product of modern ship- 
building, the great vessel:equipped with every 
appliance for safety is sinkable by an impact 
with an object of sufficient weight while sailing 
at high speed. The collision of the Titanic, go- 
ing at approximately 18 knots, with an immense 
iceberg so shattered the vessel that she sank 
within four nours, 
Another factor is spved. The rivalry for time 
record induces the steamship limes to drive their 
immense greyhounds along the shortest route at 
the greatest possible speed. The Titanic on ier 
maiden trip wasS expected to make a creditable 
record, and Capt. Smith, even with the warning 
which had been sent him by the Touraine, felt 
impelled to maintain a high ‘speed. He probably 
thought that extreme vigilance would assure 
safety, with speed. He probably used the great- 
est vigilance and felt assured that no accident 
would happen to the ship. But the outcome, the 
shattering force of the blow, was due to speed. 
On the theory. that the modern perfected liner 
is not sinkable, thes2 vessels are not provided 
with sufficient life-saving apparatus. The laws 
of the greatest maritime nation do rot require 
a complement of boats adequate to take off all 
the souls on board. Provision is made for only 
about one-third of the passenger-carrying capac- 
ity of the ship. If the Titanic’s officers, between 
the collision and her sinking, could fill every 
available boat, they might have been able, if the 
life-saving equipment had been sufficient, to take 
off all the passengers and crew in that time. 
Speed is the demand of thezage, and accident 
wil] probably not check the competition on the 
ocean. But captains of liners should be made 
t» understand that speed is to be sacrificed when- 
ever even extreme prudence calls for it. 
As to life-saving apparatus, the provision of a 
full complement for the’ greatest emergency 
should be compulsory under the law. The mod- 
ern vessel has the aavantage of compartments. 
which keep them afloat for a time after the 
worst accidents... If the lifeboats and rafts are 
ample, the opportunity offered by slow sinking 
may be utilized to save life.

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EUROPE’S WAR LORD. 

The unbounded ambition of the Kaiser sup- 
plies London with occasion for war scares again. 
His answer to the Churchill naval estimates was 
an increase of two corps in his army and an 
enlarged battleship program. Therefore he is 
suspected of entertaining Napoleonic dreams of 
conquest. 

For 24 years he has been the War Lord 
charged with menacing Europe’s peace. Neither 
his first nor his most notable service in the 
cause of peace, however, was rendered during 
the latest Morocco dispute. It happens that Ger- 
many with her dangerous War Lord is the only 
great world power which has not had a war in 
more than 40 years. England has fought Asiatics 
and Fuzzy Wuzzies and Boers at ruinous cost. 
France’s legions have been busy in Algeria, to 
say nothing of Tonquin and Madagasvar.

Wages of St. Louis Workers.

Can figures lie? The Government report fur- 
nished to the Business Men’s League of St. Louts 
by E. Dana Durand, director of the United States 
census, shows that: 

In the year 1909 the 87,371 wage earners em- 
ployed in the 2667 manufacturing establishments 
in this city, earned $48,535,000 in wages, an av- 
erage of $555 per worker per year, or $10.65 per 
week, 

The 2048 stove workers have about the best of 
it with an average of $13.80 per week, while the 
7190 clothing workers rank lowest with an aver- 
age of $8 per week. . 
The report shows 33 shoe making establish- 
ments in St. Louis, employing 13,006 shoe work- 
ers who earned $6,169,000 in wages during the 
year 1909, an average per worker of $9.80 per 
week, 

The Hamilton-Brown Co.’s statement published 
in the morning papers differs so materially from 
the census figures that I think the readers of your 
paper ought in justice to the striking shoe work- 
ers to be given the benefit of the above figures as 
a comparison, Yours for justice.

THE HOUR FOR SLEEP.

Investigation by scientists of the na- 
ture of the sleep of persons in normal 
health shows that it varies according to 
the daily diet and the different hours 
at which sleep is begun. Altogether, the 
ideal hour for retiring is 10 o'clock. The 
sleep of a person going to bed regularly 
at approximately this time gradually 
augments in intensity for the space of 
an hour. It then suddenly becomes very 
profound, reaching its maximum inten- 
sity at about 11:30 o’clock. Within five 
or six minutes from this time it has 
been found that the sleep begins to be 
less deep. In an hour the sleeper is 
again in the same condition of slumber 
as at about a quarter after ll. From 
this time until after 2 o’clock the rest is 
steady and light; from 2 to 4 it aug- 
ments and then it consistently dimin- 
ishes, until it ceases at the customary 


time of rising.

Councilman Espenschied, 
who presided over the Council, also neg- 
lected to reappoint the Council mem- 
bers of the committee. Sommerich said 
Wednesday that he would reappoint the 
House members next Friday night. 
“The House carried out its plans to 
truumiliate Delegate Hale who served as 
chairman of the Legislation Committee 
furing the last session. At the caucus 
it. was agreed that Hale should be 
deposed as chairman of the committee 
«snd placed on no committees but minor 
ones. 

*Spéaker Sommerich gave Hale's place 
as chairman of the Legislation Com- 
mittee to Delegate Lawton, a close 
friend of Mayor Kreismann and a 
‘staunch supporter of administration 
measures. Hale had lately declared 
himself for all administration meas- 
ures, including the Reber free bridge 
upproach, but he was defeated.

“Mr. Speaker,” he fairly yelled, “It 
was agreed at the caucus that I should 
liave the honor of nominating Mr. Beck- 
er for page of this House. I think I 
have been subjected to outrageous treat- 
ment. It seems that this House does 
not want me to have honor it agreed I 
should have.
